WINNIPEG.  Oct.  20.— That  efforts 
will  be  made  to  promote  racial  con- 
cord and  national  unity  as  a  reault  of 
the  great  conference  On  education 
that  is  being  held  in  Winnipeg,  was 
indipa^ed  today.  At  the  afternoon 
••Mion  a  scheme,  with  this  object  in 
l^oW  was  aobmitted  by  John  Boyd,  of 
Montreal,  preaident  of  the  Canadian 
National  League,  and  although  the 
discussion  upon  it  was  deferred.  It 
was  evident  that  the  scheme  had  the 
sympathy  of  the  delegates,  of  whom 
there  are  1,500  who  represent  Great 
Britain;  the  United  States  and  all 
provinces  in   the  Dominion. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  Hon.  Dr. 
Thornton,  Minister  of  Education  for 
Manitoba,  presided,  and  made  a  stir- 
ring appeal  for  the  recognition  of  the 
schools  as  Canadian  Hchools  and  not 
as  mere  provincial,  schools. 

Dr.  Theodore  Soares,  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago,  advocated  the  de- 
velopment of  the  moral  purpose  in 
the  schools,  pointing  out  that  moral 
purpose  was  an  appreciation  of  social 
demands  of  obligations,  determination 
to  meet  them  and  willingness  -to  pay 
the  price. 

Sir  James  Aikins  occupied  the 
chair.  The  seating  arrangement  was 
after  the  fashion  of  parliament, 
which  doubtleiw  led  to  repeated  ref- 
erence by  speakers  to  the  "flrst  edu- 
cational  parliament,  of  Canada." 

Rev.  .C.  W.  Gordon  extolled  the 
supreme  value  of  comradeship. in  the 
making  of  a  nation.

PARIS,  Oct  20. — The  disappear- 
ance of  silver  money  from  circulation 
haa  resulted  In  such  a  shortage  of 
small  change  that  many  restaurants 
In  Paris  posted  notices  today  that 
customers  must  make  their  own 
change  or  accept  posUge  stamps  In 
place  of  silver. 

There  will  app«ar  tomorrow  In  the 
Ofllciai  Journal  a  new  law  providing 
a  penalty  of  from  ten  days  to  six 
months'  imprisonment  and  a  flne  of 
from  100  to  600,000  francs  for  per- 
sons convicted  of  melting,  re-eaating 
or  otherwise  demonetising  French 
specie.  To  these  penalties  is  added 
connscation  of  any  meUI  seised. 

The  disappearance  of  silver  is  var- 
iously explained.  A  prominent  baidc- 
er  said  today  that  the  principal  cause 
was  the  fact  that  the  metal  in  sliver 
«olns  is  worth  more  than  the  face 
vblue  of  the  coin,  making  it  profitable 
for  people  using  silver  In  the  arts  and 
Industries  to  melt  coin  Instead  of  sli- 
ver bars.  Another  explanation  Is  that 
Importere  And  It  to  their  advantage 
to  pay  for  their  purchases  from'  coun- 
tries like  Switxerland  In  sliver,  which 
commands  a  premium  over  paper 
money. 

A  third  explanation  is  the  tendency 
of  peasants  to  accumulate  silver,  as 
they  lormerly  did  gold  when  gold  was 
hi  circulation. 

Still  another  theory  is  that  the 
tno-.mous  increase  in  admissions  to 
the  raceourses  which  are  paid  largely 
In  silver  coin,  has  resulted  in  the  con- 
centration of  immense  sums  of  silver 
in  the  hands  of  a  few  persons.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  authorities,  however,  aro 
of  the  opinion  that  speculation  »nd 
the  use  of  silver  money  for  JnduUrial 
purposes  are  the  principal  causes.

Among  the  paasengers  arriving  by 
the  Bmpresa  of  Asia  yesterday 
morning  waa  Lileut.-Col.  Warden. 
D.8.O.  formerly  O.  C.  of  the  102nd 
Battalion,  known  as  "Wardsn's 
Warriors." 

Havlni^  seen  active  service  In 
France  the  Colonel  arrived  here  In 
It  16  and  waa'  Instructed  to  organise 
a  battalion.  He  Immediately  decid- 
ed to  form  a  Comox  battalion  and 
recruited  men  from  the  North.  His 
battalion,  which  aaaen^bled  on  the 
sand'VpIt  at  Comox,  was  reported  to 
possess  men  of  the  finest  stature  and 
physique  to  leave  Canada.  Leaving 
here  in  the  xummer  of  191R,  the  bat- 
talion proceeded  to  England  and 
later  to  France,  where  they  were  en- 
gaged In  the  Somms  operations  and 
isiter  in  the  assaalt  dt  Vimy.  ' 

Col.  Warden  has  completed  a  trip 
around  the  world,  for  after  fulfilling 
the  duty  of  commanding  ofllcer  of 
the  102nd  Battalion  in  France  Col. 
\yarden  was  recalled  to  Bngland 
sarly  In  ItlS  and  deUilsd  for  a. se- 
cret mlsalon.  He  was  ordered  to 
take  600  picked  Colenlala  and  Im- 
perials and  join  an  expedition  to  set 
out  from  •  Basra  to  intercept  the 
Turks  and  Germans  in  Southern 
Siberia  and  prevent  them  from 
reaching  India.  The  party  erosaed 
France  and  Italy  and  proceeded  to 
Alexandria,  through  the  Red  8sa 
and    up    the    Peraian   Oulf.' 

The  expedition  moved  off  on  the 
700-mfie  march  to  the  Cliaplan  flea 
with  full  pack.  The  men  auffered  un- 
told hardahipB  and  privations  and  the 
casualties  were  extremely  heavy.  On 
reaching  ths  aea  the  expedition  em- 
barked on  two  burge  steamers  and 
prttoaedsd  to  Baku.  Following  an 
unauc— aaful  openuilen  with  the 
Tarta  the  force  had  to  evacuate  Baku. 
Colonel  Warden  waa  In  front  of 
Taahkent  when  the  armkitice  waa 
declared.

Graham,  poultry  farmer  of  Port 
Haney.  left  Uttle  room  for  argument 
on  that  score.  Without  making  any 
allowance  for  depreciation  on  build- 
ings, or  for  interest  on  invested  capi- 
tal. Mr.  Graham  disclosed  the  fact 
that  his  net  profit  for  the  year  on  a 
flock  of  800  b)rds  was  only  $1,800. 

Although  unable  to  produce  figures 
Bhowing  the  exact  cost  to  date  this 
year.  Mr.  Graham  submitted  figures 
■howing  the  cost  of  doing  business 
from  December  of  last  year  to  August 
of  this  year,  both  months  inclusive, 
and  on  this  basis  computed  his  expen- 
ditures, recetpts  and  profit  for  the 
year,  poiiftlng  out  In  doing  so,  that  he 
was  making  allowance  for  the  three 
most  unprofitable  months  of  the  year 
to  the  poultryman,  namely.  Septem- 
ber. October  and  December. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced 
on  his  poultry  farm  of  ten  acres  at' 
Port  Haney  in  the  stipulated  time,  was 
7,58*  dosen,  at  a  total  cost  of  14,081. 

With  between  fSOO  and  $400  de- 
rhrad  through  the  sale  of  poultry,  the 
total  net  receipts  for  the  year  were 
brought  up  to  11.800. 
.In  the  production  of  the  7.682  dosen 
°'  •«».  Mr.  Graham  spent  12,724  40 
6n  mill  feed:  1102.00  on  green  feed; 
1840  on  help;  |»0  on  hoile  keep;  $75 
90  rent;  $20.70  on  insurance  on  build- 
ings, and  had  to  allow  for  mortality 
losses  the  sum  of  $112,  the  toUl  loss 
In  this  regard  being  112  birds  which 
he  valued  at  $1  eadh. 

On  the  ten  acres  composing  his 
ranch  at  Port  Haney,  Mr.  Graham 
■tated  that  he  raised  all  the  feed  pos- 
sible, did  not  make  any  allowance  in 
his  financial  statement  for  the  cost 
of  his  house,  and  that  his  total  invest- 
ment   amotlnted    to    $8,000.

Cardinal  Mercler  whs  presented  to 
the  president  of  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties. Dr.  Alexander  Mann,  of  Boston, 
by  Thomas  Nelson  Page,  former  am- 
bassador to  Italy.  The  Cardinal  was 
escorted  by  Roman  Catholic  bishops 
and  other  clergy,  who  were  seated  on 
the  stage,  and  wa A  received  by  the 
convention  standing. 

Cardinal  Mercler  declared  with  em- 
phasis: "We  are  brethren  in  Chris- 
tian faith.  Wo  arc  this  moment,  I 
think,  to  unite  our  efforts  to  show 
the  world  that  our  brotherly  feeling 
is  only  a  corollary  of  the  Fatherhood 
of  God." 

Dr.  Mann,  In  receiving  the  visiting 
prelate  in  the  name  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  declared  that  the 
church  recognised  in  him  "that  ex- 
emplification of  the  faith  we  all  pro- 
fess," and  that  because  "we  see  in 
your  career  something  of  the  print 
of  nails  do  we  greet  and  honor  you 
as  a  great  shepherd  and  u  great 
ChrlAtian   leader."

Sir, — No  political  platfon^g  in  B.C. 
would  be  complete  without  an '  elo- 
quent clause  to  announce  that  the 
party  will  start  a  vigorous  policy  of 
road  and  trail  building  to  develop 
our  natural  resources.  Such  a  clause 
has  a  kind  of  back-handed  smack  at 
the  other  party,  ^ho  are  thereby  ac- 
cused of  slackness  in  this  important 
matter. 

Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  old 
mining  camps  arc  remarkably  well 
supplied  wHh  roads  and  trails  and 
there  is  not  a  mine  in  the  whoio 
Slocan  with  ore  to  ship  that  in  seri- 
ously hampered  by  neglect  of  the 
necessary  roads  and  trails,  but  there 
are  many  roada  and  trails  leading  to 
thousands  of  claims  whose  owners 
are  iloing  nothing  for  the  country 
which  has  treated  them  so  liberally. 

My  last  letter  mentioned  the  44 
knlles  of  wagon  road  to  Franklin 
Camp,  also  the  railway  part  way  with 
rails  rusting  and  the  ties  rotting, 
whilst  the  claim  «wnera  took  a  few 
years'  nap.  A  little  over  a  mile  from 
New  Denver  is  a  property,  about  the 
first  mine  to  ship  from  the  Slocan,  th? 
ore  being  packed  out  to  Nakunp  at 
a"  cost  of  $40  per  ton.  The  D.C. 
Government  built  a  railroad  to  with- 
in a  few  hundred  yards  of  the  claim 
to  that  a  tram  i^ould  land  ore  on  the 
K.  A  S.  without  further  handling. 
The  Government  has  also  built  and 
maintained  a  good  wagon  road  right 
through  the  property,  but  the  own- 
ers have  refused  to  notice  such  gentle 
hmts.  and  for  well  over  twenty  years 
have  slept  soundly  and  well. 

Donkey,  racing  is  a  very  ancient 
pastimer  and  the  science  of  getting 
^  these  stubborn  animals  to  proceed 
has  been  studied  for  thousands)  of 
years  and  the  following  conclusions 
have  been  generally  arrived  at*- 

First.  A  good,  stout,  but  supple, 
switch  or  whip  is  a  splendid  per- 
stiader  and  the  proper  place  to  apply 
It  is  to  the  hindquarters  of  the  animal 
and  not  to  his  nose. 

Second.  A  bunch  of  carrots  or 
other  delights  of  the  simple  ass,  may 
also  be  successfully  used,  but  thene 
should  be  dangled  in  tfont  of  the 
animal  that  it  is  desired  to  doax 
forward   and   not  held   to  his   tall.

when  they  shuf  down. 

My  brothers,  "do  not  blame  the 
poor,  stubborn  animals,"  but  proceed 
to  find  more  capable  and  up-to-date 
Jockeys  and  our  B.C.  breed  will  prove 
equal    to    any. 

Here  Is  a  conundrum  that  you  may 
be  able  to  propound  to  the  Honorable 
the  Minister  of  Lands,  very  shortly: 
Is  it  sensible  or  Just  to  tax  at  ex- 
actly the  same  rate  a  mineral  claim 
valued  by  iu  owners  at  fifty  thou* 
sand  dollars  as  one  that  the  'same 
men  would  gladly  sell  for  fifty  dol- 
hirs?  And  Is  any  other  form  of 
property  except  mineral  claims  so

Mayor  Porter  frankly  admitted  tp 
the  City  Council  last  night  that  un- 
less thr  C.  P.,R.  altered  its  poaition 
the  Provincial  Qovcrnment  would 
probably  withhold  Its  Anancial  sup- 
port, and  that  few  aldermen  would 
feel  inclined  to  go  on  the  platform 
at  the  close  of  the  dtic  year  and 
endorse  the  bridge  by-law. 

Prom  last  nlgnt's  dtacussion  it 
would  seem  that  the  City  Council  Is 
unalterably  opposed  to  aivlng  the  C. 
P.  R.  the  control  which  it  seeks. 

"City  Bnglneer  Preston  tells  us 
that  we  propose  to  spend  1200,000  on 
that  bridge  to  give  the  C.  P.  R.  ac- 
commodation," said  Aid.  Sargent. 
•The  company  states  its  willingness 
to  give  1100,000  of  thi«  sum  provided 
that  Its  demands  In  connection  with 
car.  control  are  allowed.  That  means 
the  city  is  making  a  virtual  gift  of 
$100,000  to  the  company,  and  we 
would  be  chumps  if  we  did  anything 
of  the  kind." 

Aid.  Sarffsnt's  assertion  reflected 
the  sentiment  expressed  by  other 
aldermen,  % 

Mr.  Beatty'n  Attitude 

Mayor  PprteT  produced  copies  of  a 
letter  he  had  received  from  Presi- 
dent E.  W.  Beatty.  of  the  C.  P.  R.. 
and  a  telearam  from  Mr.  Orant  Hall, 
general  manager. 
Mr.   Beatty  wrote: 

"While  I  am  quite  agreeable  that, 
if  the  by-law.  is  defeated,  the  posi- 
Mon  of  the  parties  should  remain  as 
It  is,  each  reserving  its  legal  rights, 
whatever  they  may  be,  I  do  not  think 
that  we  would  be  Justined  in  consent, 
ing  to  the  sugrestion  that  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Electric  be  allowed  to 
handle  freisht  car*  other  than  Its 
own   over  the  bridae. 

"This  suggestion  would  simply  ce- 
sult  In  throwing  open  to  our  compe- 
titors, under  color  of  the  B.  C.  Com- 
pany's operations,  our  valuable  ter- 
minals which  have  been  established 
for  many  years  on  their  present  lo- 
cattoQ,  which  is  the  most  convenient  | 
one  for  our  own  purposes.  ' 

"To  my  mind,  it  would  be  quite  nn- 
reanonable  to  expect  us  to  agree  to 
such  a  proposal,  and  I  trust  that 
upon  reconsideration  your  council 
will  be  able  to  take  this  View  of  the 
matter  and  permit  the  agreement  to 
be  submitted."  ' 

Mr.  Orant  Hall's  telegram  of  more 
recent  date  than  Mr  Beatty's  letter, 
stated  that  If  the  city  could  offer  any 
suggestion  of  amendment  not  involv- 
Ina  total  elimination  of  the  clause  de- 
bated it  would  be  given  every  con- 
sideration. 

Provincial  lieglalatloB 
The  Mayor  said  that  Premier  Oliver 
had  suggested  legislation  to  compel 
the  company  to  relinquish  its  claim. 
"If  you  try  -to  get  leaislation 
against  the  C.  P.  R.,  you  will  be  at 
It  for  some  time,"  remarked  Aid. 
Saraent. 

The  Mayor,  after  stating  that 
C.  P.  R.  ofHcIals  had  an  inconvenient 
habit  of  arriving  at  his  office  to  dis- 
cuss important  details  without  giving 
him  any  warning,  so  that  he  was 
toUlly  unprepared  for  their  reception, 
said  it  had  been  suggested  that  the 
city  should  make  an  effort  to  get  the 
best  bargain  possible  and  then  sub- 
mit it  to  the  electors  In  the  form  of 
a  by-law. 

Aid.  Fullerton  championed  the 
C.  P.  R.  contentions  to  some  extent. 
He  recognised  that  the  C.  P.  R.  had 
the  prior  right  and  that,  since  it  was 
willing  to  make  a  substantial  outlay 
td  cover  Its  privileges,  other  com- 
panies desiring  similar  privileges 
should  be  compelled  to  pay  propor- 
tionately, both  to  the  C.  P.  R.  and  to 
the  city.  A  clause  to  that  effect 
might  be  included  in  the  agreement, 
he   suggested. 

Aid.  Sargent  said  that  if  the 
agreement  went  through  as  the  C.  P. 
R.  wanted  it  the  City  Council  of  1*19 
would  forever  be  "slammed  for  tying 
up  to  a  corporation."  The  C.  P.  R.. 
he  added,  was  offering  no  gift  to  the 
cljty  .when  it  agreed  to  contribute 
tlOO.OOO  toward  the  bridge  cost.  It 
was  wide  enough  awake,  he  said,  to 
see  that  It  paid  no  more  than  it  in- 
tended to  get  back  in  value.  The 
company  was  paying  to  get  exclusive 
rights.  No  other  company  would 
agree  to  pay  proportionately  for  les- 
ser privileges. 

Aid.  Andros  pointed  out  that  all 
the  C.  P.  R.  wanted  was  the  right  to 
collect  money  on  the  cars  of  com-

Dominion  Council*  Navy  League 
of  Canada,  Responded  Very 
Promptly  With  Funds  to  Re- 
lieve Distress 


In  connection  with  the  appeal 
which  is  being  made  by  the  Navy 
League  of  Canada  today  the  people 
pf  Victoria  as  well  as  throughout  the 
whole  of  British  Columbia  are  re- 
minded of  the  help  whloh  the  Do- 
minion Navy  League  gave  at  the  time 
of  the  Princess  Sophia  disaster  last 
year.  Mr.  H.  J.  Davis,  honorary  sec- 
retary of  the  Pnovinclal  Branch,  tele- 
graphed to  .the  Navy  League  head- 
quarters, Toronto,  immediately  on  re- 
ceipt of  the  news  that  the  Sophia  had 
gone  down.  Immediately  the  Domin- 
ion headquarters  telegraphed  l>ack 
16,000  for  the  relief  of  any  cases  of 
distress  that  might  be  created  by  the 
disaster,  and  this  fund  was  eventually 
distributed  among  the  dependents  of 
those  who  lost  their  lives  with  the 
sinking  of  the  ship. 

In  addition  to  this  special  relief 
fund,  however,  the  Dominion  Council 
gave  16,000  to  the  local  brancK  to  as- 
sist in  carrying  on  the  special  work 
which  is  undertaken  by  the  local 
body.  Both  these  facts  demonstrate 
the  value  of  the  fund  on  behalf  of 
whloh  the  present  appeal  is  being 
made.

Through  the  skidding  of  the  motor 
car  in  which  he  and  two  companiona 
were  driving  on  the  Malahat  Drlvo 
near  the  Qoldstream  Bridge,  on  Batur- 
day  at  6  p.m..  Mr.  Frederick  Maaon. 
shipwright,  received  Injuries  from  the 
effects  of  which  he  died  at  the  St. 
Joseph's  HospiUl  on  Sunday. 

In  the  motor  car  driven  by  Mr.  E:van 
A.  Burnett,  of  SS7  ColvlUe  Road.  Es- 
quimalt.  James  Skelton  and  Maaon 
were  being  driven  out  to  Fltsgerald 
where  Mason  had  a  hunting  camp,  the 
three  Intending  to  remain  out  shoot- 
ing over  the  week-end. ' 

According  to  the  statement  by  Mr. 
Burnett  the  car  was  going  at  the  rate 
of  about  twelve  miles  an  hour  when 
U  skidded  In  some  loose  gravel  on  the 
roadway  and  shot  to  the  side  of  the 
road  and  over  the  embankment, 
plunging  over  twenty  feet  into  the 
stream  below.  Maaon  was  the  only 
one  to  be  injured,  complaining  of  In- 
juries to  his  back,  but  ho  did  not  at 
flrst  appear  to  be  seriously  hurt.'  His 
companions  extricated  him  from  the 
stream  which  flows  through  a  num- 
ber of  large  boulders  at  that  point 
and  then  went  to  the  Coldstream  Ho- 
tel whence  they  telephoned  for  as- 
sistance and  in  another  motor  the  In- 
jured man  was  rushed  into  the  city  to 
the  hospital.  On  Sunday  afternoon 
Just  twenty-four  hours  after  the  acci- 
dent Mason  died,  the  cause  of  death 
being  given  as  due  to  shock  following 
a  severe  blow  on  the  solar  plexUs. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Coroner  Stan- 
ler  held  an  Inquiry  Into  the  accident 
and  decided  that  an  Inquest  would 
not  bo  necessary,  it  having  clearly 
been  an  accident. 

The  late  Mr.  Mason  was  a  married 
man,  but  had  no  family.  He  was 
about   thirty-eight   years  of  age. 

About  1  a.m.  Sunday  another  mo- 
tor accident  occurred  almost  at  the 
exact  scene  of  that  by  which  lyir.  Ma- 
son was  faUlly  injured.  Clarence  and 
Clement  Ballance.  two  brothers,  ac- 
companied by  a  friend.  Thomas  H. 
Dand,  were  motoring  from  Nanalmo 
to  Victoria  and  near  the  Ooldatream 
bridge  they  encountered  the  same 
patch  of  loose  gravel  which  caufed 
the  mishap  In  the  other  case.  The 
car  skidded  and  went  over  the  hank 
falling  Into  the  stream  below,  Clar- 
ence Ballance  being  pinned  beneath 
the  car  In  the  water.  His  compan- 
ions had  a  difficult  time  in  releasing 
him.  He  was  rushed  into  St.  Joseph's 
Hospital  wjiere  his  condition  was 
found  to  be  not  serious  and,  it  is  ex- 
pected, he  will  be  around  again  In  a 
day  or  two.

Following  on  the  su<,oc3s  of  tJi** 
local  movement  of  the  Boys'  Naval 
Brigade,  the  Domfhlon  executive  of 
the  Navy  League  ia  endeavoring  to 
aecure  permanent  quarters  for  the 
lads  ashore  and  afloat.

Mr.  Jarvia.  in  a  letter  to  Colonel  C. 
C.  Ballantyne.  Minister  of  Naval  De- 
ferfce,  advocates  the  allocation  of 
some  permanent  actsumniodation  to 
the  local  brigade.  He  suggertM  that 
one  of  tha  old  type  of  senllng  achoon- 
ers  that  used  to  ply  out  of  this  port 
be  given  to  the  Naval  Brigade,  fitted 
out  aa  a  sUndlhg  training  ship.  The 
Naval  Brigade  at  Toronto  already  haa 
a  achooner  on  these  lines,  and  much 
useful  work  has  been  accomplished  In 
training  the  lads  In  beamanahlp. 

It  la  stated  by  Mr.  Jarvis  that  the 
weekly  cruise  idea,  although  infinite- 
ly better  than  no  training,  Ik  yet  In- 
aufllcient.  aa  the  Sumpier  aeaaon  la 
too  short  to  aecompllah  much.
